Congress—Its Work and Duty. 

Some of the committees of the house 
were busily engaged during the past week 
in preparing the more important work of 
the session. The appropriations commit- 
tee has several of its bills ready for action 
by the house. The joint committee on 
the transfer of the Indian bureau to the 
war department was also at work last 
week, and the ways and means commit- 
tee will be called together next Tuesday. 
This is well; for the session at the most 
affords only 78 working days, 18 0f which 
will probably be devoted to the holiday 
and other recesses. Sixty days are about 
all that the expiring congress‘will give to 
actual legislation. 

The indications are that the session will 
be a quiet one. It is not, in the first 
place, the president-making session, that 
work belonging to the first. session of the 
next congress; but still the radical lead- 
ers will doubtless improve every oppor- 
tunity to agitate sectional issues. The 
“solid south” will be their chief theme. 
The two branches being of opposite poli- 
tics, it is likely that the democrats will, 
on the other hand, prefer to tide over 
political discussions to the next congress, 
letting the radical members waste their 
strength in buncombe and useless discus- 
sion. Some political subjects will,*how- 
ever, be considered. The radicals will! 
demand an investigation of certain south- 
ern elections, the Potter committee will 
render a final report, and it is probable 
that the cipher dispatches will become 
the subject of inquiry. But after all 
we look for fewer political speeches and 
more practical legislation than the aver- | 
age session produces.

If, on the other hand, the 
government shall adopt such measures as 
shall put the country in a_ position 
to reap the full benefits of commercial 
enterprise and secure the profits of 
our own carrying trade, which properly

wer to give, then 
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than the exports, ahd $6,500,000 less than 
| the imports for the corresponding month 
of last year. During the reign of extfav- 
agance that culminated in the crash of 
1873, our imports largely exceeded our 
exports, the excess ranging from thirty- 
nine millions to over one hundred and 
eighty millions. Instead of bonds coming 
home we sent abroad two hundred addi- 
tional millions each year. This went on 
until a condition of general bankruptcy 
was reached, and then a radical change 
took place. We began to sell more than 
we bought. During the year ending June 
30, 1876, the favorable excess was $79,- 
643,481; 1877, $151,152,004; 1878, $257,- 
786,964. The promise now is that the 
balance ior the present fiscal year, end- 
ing with next June, will be even greater, 
rising to somewhere about $300,000,000. 
Let no one think that this grand result 
is entirely due to an enforced economy. 
It is partly due to that, and partly to our 
increased facilities for manufacturing, to 
our use of machinery in the making of 
crops, to our enterprise and industry. 
We no longer import much iron and steel, 
and our importations of cotton or woolen 
goods are annually decreasing. We are 
even beginning to export these manufac- 
tured products in considerable quantities. 
At the same time we are making cheaper 
wheat, pork and even cotton. We grow 
néarly all the necessaries of life, and are 
rapidly coming to manufacture both for 
home use and export the chief articles 
that we formerly bought abroad. 

We are a fortunate nation in short. 
We are asa people getting rich, faster, 
perhaps, than any other nation ever did. 
But are we of the south getting a propor- 
tionate part of the benefits flowing from 
the favorable trade balance? Assuredly 
not. And the reason why scarcely needs 
statement. Cotton that costs almost as 
much as it brings cannot enrich us, and 
we are not materially increasing our man- 
ufactured products. The very cotton that 
we grow goes to northern or foreign mills. 
Northern factories find profits in almost 
every article weconsume, We find none 
in cotton. It is, in fact, a great question 
whether we are not annually becoming 
poorer, while the balance of the country 
is rapidly becoming richer. There is only 
one way out of the difficulty—we must 
manufacture more. We must, at least, 
attempt to supply home consumption. 
We may talk and economize and legislate 
until the cows come home,and little perma- 
nent good will result while we permit other 
states to produce the wooden buckets 
that swing in our wells and: the coarse 
wagons on which our unprofitable bales 
of cotton are hauled to market.

DOES EDISON INFRINGE ? 


The patent-office officials are very reticent | 
about divulging anything relating. to the 
refusal of a patent to Edison for his electric 
lMuht. It is certain, however, that the re- 
fuisal has been made only by the examiner 
ef patents for electric machines, Mr. C. H. 
Townsend, and from him it may be ap- 
pone to the board of examiners-in-chief, 

hen to the commissioner, finally, to 
the supreme court of the district before it 
can be considered settled. The ground upon 
which Mr. Townsend bases his ref is 
that, about thirty-five years ago, two men, 
yamed Starr and King, procured a provi- 
sional patent from England for an invention 
somewhat similar to that claimed by Edi- 
son. Both men are now dead, but a printed 
a and draught of the invention, 
filed away amidthe old archives of the 
patent office, was remembered by Mr. Town- 
send, and, upon comparing the two, he 
considered that he was justified in his ac- 
tion. Whether the higher authorities will 
agree with him has yet to be decided.

GETTING READY. 

The large eight-horse power engine, now 
in process &ferection in the new machine 
shop being bilt in the rear of the laboratory, 
seems to be the main thing needed by the 
srofessor to making his invention public. 
With his present engine he can supply only 
a limited quantity of electricity. On the 
com pletion of the new building, at which a 
score of men are daily working, he intends 
to begin the work of lighting up on the 
houses of Menlo park. All connected with 
the laboratory share with Mr. Edison con- 
fidence that all obstacles have been removed. 
The minor details which until recently have 
made the discovery incomplete have been 
arranged, and Mr. Edison says that he will 
very soon be able to exhibit the light to the 
public at large. 

Before taking his departure the reporter 
witnessed a number of curious experiments 
by Professor Edison on the electrie light. 
By lengthening the strip through which the 
electricity passes, and by forming it into 
different shenes, he produced numerous 
degrees of light. When much surface was 
exposed to the air the light decreased until 
it was scarcely more than visible. The 
original intensity was produced by a num- 
ber of simple contrivances. 

In bidding the reporter good night Profes- 
sor Edison again expressed himself as con- 
fident that he would have no difficulty 
about his United States patents. 


HOW CONGRESSMEN LIVE. 


The Average Washington Boarding: 
House Described. 
Washington Letter to Boston Herald. 

Now that the great strain is over and the 
election decided, we shall soon begin to see 
arrivals of members of congreks and their 
families announced. ‘The constituents of 
many of these gentlemen would be sur- 
prised to know how they live in Washing- 
ton. The number who keep house or live 
in a fashionable hotel is comparatively 
small. Many of them, through motives of 
economy (which I am far from mean- 
ing to mention with contempt), 
have one or more rooms in a_ board- 
ing-house, for which they pay twice what 
the furniture would bring if sold at a fair 
valuation. As for meals, they are served at 
a miserable table d’hote in the basement, or 
a dark back room, where government clerks 
rush in hungry, at 4p. m., to dinner, and 
give the M. C., no quarter in the matter of 
choice bits, unless said M. C. should, per- 
haps, be a chairman of a committee that 
looks closely into department estimates and 
the number of clerks in each bureau or is 
pondering a sensational investigation.

THE PRESLDENT. 

Colonel Rogers, the president's private 
secretary, stands between the president and 
all gentlemen who wish to call upon the 
latter There are two doors into the presi- 
dent’s private room where he receives peo- 
\ple. At one door, opening into an outer 
hall, stands a private messenger. Through 
this door are admitted without being an- 
nounced cabinet ministers, people with 
| whom the president has made certain spe- 
cial appointments or leading members of 
| the senate or congress with whom the presi- 
' dent may choose to be on intimate terms. 
Officials who have business at the white 
house, or newspaper correspondents on good 
terms with Colonel Rogers are admitted at 
once to his room, which is adjoining and 
opening into the president’s room. The 
average caller upon the president passes 
into this room from that of Colonel Rogers. 
The waiting that is done by this class of 
callers is in Colonel Rogers’s room. 

For callers that have no influential intro- 
duction or political position, there is but 
little chance for seeing the president. The 
reason of this is that his time is wholly ta- 
ken up with important callers. The com- 
mon mass of callers spend their time in a 
hall-way and ante-room outside of Colonel 
Rogers’s room. About 2 o'clock, if the presi- 
dent is not too much wearied with his day's 
work, or listening to the grinding of politi- 
cal axes, he lets the entire crowd of outside 
callers come in at once, and give them, in 
the aggregate, five minutes. Of course, no 
word said in that rush amounts to anything 
one way or the other. 

SECRETARY EVARTS. 
Like the president, when Secretary Warts 
has anything to communicate to the pub- 
lic relating to state department business, he 
generally allows the information to be 
transmitted through a subordinate’ Fred. 
Seward, the assistant secretary of state, is 
practically the secretary of state to all peo- 
v%e who have any. business to transact. 
Both Evarte and Seward are very accessible. 
The card of a respectable individual always 
secures attention, and while one may meet 
here more diplomatic fencing thar in tne 
other departments, yet perfect courtesy is 
always guaranteed to the humblest caller. 

SECRETARY SHERMAN 


occupies a large, handsome room upon the 
third floor of the treasury building. upon 
the south side overlooking the Potomac. 
He has a private room attached to his office, 
but never uses it only upon rare occasions 
of exclusive audiences. There is no ante- 
room to this large room, where he sits at a 
huge flat desk facing the door, with his 
secretary sitting opposite him. Offieial 
callers and known newspaper correspond- 
ents are admitted to this room without an- 
nouncement. You enter, and if the secre- 
tary is busy you wait until you can find an 
opportunity to talk to him. He is as keen 
and chary of time as a merchant doing a 
rigantic wholesale trade. He is eold, short, 
but invariably polite and courteous, If 
you know your business and what vou 
want you will have no trouble in getting 
along with him. 


SECRETARY THOMPSON, 

You call upon Secretary Thompson at his 
house, or meet him upon the street, and 
you will find him as easy and apparently 
unaffected by his official position as any man 
who has ever held office. Butif you try to 
call upon him at the navy department you 
undertake a task that few men have, the 
courage to undertake asecondtime. If you 
are not a high or well-known officer in the 
navy, the ancient colored messenger at the 
door will absolutely_refuse to take in your 
card until he pleases, \and then it is a ques- 
tion whether he will give it to the secretary 
or not. This old man has been messenger 
at the door of the secretary of the navy for 
many years. He is very old and bent. His 
contempt for civilians is something abso- 
lutely bewildering. Talk about the infe- 
riority of the colored race! I haveseen this 
ancient servitor so snub and abash the 
most self-possessed and assured white man 
that he would sneak out of the depart- 
ment cursing, and perhaps ever afterward 
hating Secretary Thompson for having such 
a bore in the way of calling upon him. 
Men with special appointmehts have strug- 
gled for days to see the secretary, and then 
would have given up entirely had it not 
been for the suggestion of a well-informed 
friend that they had better call at the sec- 
retary’s house. There, where one would 
naturally suppose that the secretary would 
desire to be free from callers upon business 
matters, he is always accessible if you call 
before bed-time, which is generally about 
half-past 9. People here told the secretary 
about his doorkeeper, but there has never 
been any change. What has been in depart- 
ment life must be. This has always been 
the way of receiving visitors at the navy 
department, and ‘that is the reason why no 
change will ever be made.
